6. Discussion: The suggestion was accepted that a note 


should appear in the paper to the effect that the Soviets probably 


estimate that in the event of their taking overt action in Iran, 


there is at least an even chance that the U. 5. would resist with 


forces 


7 It was agreed to add an additional thought in the con- 
clusion section, pointing out that the intelligence agencies 


believe that if the trend evidenced in recent weeks in Iran should 
continue and become intensified, Iran is likely in time to become 


a second Czechoslovakia.
